There  are  a  number  of  Bars 
being  sold  at  the  Coin  shows 
as  SILVER  and  they  are  miss- 
repersented.  They  carry  the 
AMERICAN  ROYAL  MINT  reverse. 

MAD-5  (Ford)  MAD-8  (Bearcat) 

DM- 1 1  (Chat-CHOO-CHOO)  MAD-10 
(Sailing  Ship)  MAD-6  Roadster)  These  five  have 
been  found  and  purchased  as  silver  bullion.  Be 
carefull  when  you  look  through  lots  of  silver. 

(Ed.  Note) 

Most  silver  bars  contain  .999  silver,  some  are 
Sterling,  .925  fine.  Most  weigh  One  Ounce  some 
weigh  20  grams.  Most  Franklin  Mint  sterling  weigh 
24-29  Grams.  There  are  31.1  Grams  in  an  ounce. 

The  above  bars  are  listed  as  15  Grains.  Many  look 
on  them  as  50%  silver.  Don't  be  misled.  There  are 
480  Grains  of  silver  in  an  Ounce.  Thus  with  silvej 
at  $6.00  per  ounce..  There  is  a  rough  204:  worth 
of  silver  in  each  bar.  They  are  one  step  above 
Bronze . .
